COMPTROLLER ECKELS' FAITH 


IN DEMOCRACY UNSHAKEN. 


What Sovereign, the Labor 


Leader, Says. 


Chicago. July 2.—The natV.nal com- 


Tnlttee and the committee of blmcti'-l- 
llsts were toother for 1*S hours yeator- 
•lay, -whtn the silver men withdrew, 
kavlnjj the national commltieuoien to 
continue their conference.

silver men first asked that It should be- 
definitely uiuli.r.stouil that they cilcl not 
corne ILK roprescnuitlves of the silver 
cornrnittoe. but as delegates repregent- 
Ir.jr the innji>rity view ut the conven- 
tion. They expressed u. clasire H> have 
un 
uml'-Tsta.-.clInf; uuon the various 


Questions of temporary organization, 
ohairman, seats for delegates and alter 
nates, procedure in regard to the con- 
testing delegations and the arrange- 
ment of the temporary rollcall. 


Referring to the tuinporary rollcall, 


the members of the executive commit- 
tee Intimated that they would expoct to 
consider the contents as the national 
committee had done on all previous oc- 
casions.tlivl malte up the temporary ro;l- 
CHll. Attention MILS called to the fact 
that there had so far been no notice oC 
contest, except in the one instance o£ 
Xebrn.ska. The srllver men did not In- 
dicate whether this would be satisfac- 
tory. It was also stated in behalf of 
the- national committee that the tickets 
would be distributed by the commit- 
tee according to the established custom. 


The principal part of the conference 


•was adapted to the selection of a. tem- 
porary chairman, but no understand- 
ing wag reached. 
Chairman Harrky 


stated that he had had no opportunity 
for conference with other members of 
the- national committee, and he (lid not 
feel prepared to Indicate the policy ot 
the committee. He said he would be 
pleased to confer with the silver man 
as,Lin. a.nd asked them to meet the com- 
mittee next Monday, If not before,- by 
v.-hlch time ho hoped to be able to speak 
authoritatively. He said he had no can- 
didate, but declined to say whether the 
committee would be disposed 
to act 


upon their own responsibility, or accept 
the advice of the sliver man. 


Silver men were not pleased with this 


statement, but there was nothlnf for 
them to do but to accept the situation as 
It presented Itaelf. - This they did, but 
not without making their position very 
clear. All the visitors talked, and all' 
astreed In rnaklne It clear that they 
would expect to be consulted, and also 
that In caae of failure to consult them, 
and the- selection of a presiding officer 
whose views were not in harmony with 
those of the majority, they would be 
heard from In the'conventlou. This was 
spoken In courteous langi age, but It 
was put so plainly that the members of 
the executive committee did not fall to 
comprehend Its full Import. 


The silver men also stated that they 


would bo satisfied with, and would ac- 
cept any man designated by the na- 
tional committee, provided he was. a 
m2.n or recognized standing In tha 
party, ami tl-.at he waa a man who&e 
views were understood everywhere to 
be In accord with their own on the 
financial question.' In that event, they 
would not Insist upon naming tho in- 
dividual, as they were Indifferent on 
that score. They were only concerned 
that the convention should be recog- 
nized 'vom the beginning as a silver 
convention, anfl they felt confident that 
many would draw their conclusions as 
to the character of the convention from' 
the standing of the temporary presid- 
ing- oftlcer In the silver ranks. Mr. 
Harrlty and 
his associates listened 


patiently to all this, but gave no sign OL 
any inclination to yield to the request. 


Chairman Harrity'a exact position 


was that the full national committee 
would have to pass upon the temporary 
cha.irman§hip,Riid that he hadr.no means 
of knowing how the members of the com- 
mittee would regard the subject. He 
ventured the opinion that they would 
bo controlled by their convictions and 
their Judgment. If controlled by con- 
viction alone, they would probably se- 
lect a man holding the same financial 
views which they might Individually 
hold, whereas If they consult their Judg- 
ment, they might select a man whose 
views might be In harmony with the 
sentiment of the majority of the com- 
mittee. He did, he said, suppose that 
the 
executive committee would feel 


called upon to make a recommendation. 
If not, there would be no use for the 
silver committee to see the executive 
committee again, and the-y could call 


1 upon the national committee Monday. 


If, the executive committee should, how- 
ever, decide to act, the silver men would 
be notified, and they would be heard 
again, by the executive committee. 


The committee of five, appointed on 


behalf of the silver delegates to confer 
v/ith the executive committee of the na- 
tional committee, made its report to the 
silver delegates at a well attended meet- 
ing held at the Sherman House. 
Thy 


report was made 
by Senator Jones, 


chairman of the committee. The com- 
mittee was continued in existence by a 
unanimous vote. In presenting- the re- 
Jtort, Mr. Junes stated that the commit- 
tee was courteously received,.and he ex- 
pressed the opinion that the executive 
committee was disposed to deal fairly 
-with the sllvsrites. Some of the other 
members of the committee were not dis- 
posed to take .so sanguine a view.of the 
situation, ar.d e.t least one of tftem ex- 
pressed the opinion that it wan the pur- 
pose of the national committee to at- 
tempt to foist a gold man on the con- 
vention for temporary chairman. There 
was no abatement In the demand for a 
silver, presiding officer, the delegates 
agreeing that they did not propose to 
allow a gold man to be put up to make 
the opening speech, and have this speech 
sent broadcast over the country as the 
flrsit expression of the Democratic con- 
vention.

Comptroller Kckels of the treasury 


department says that he expects Mr. 
"\Vliltncy and others of the anti-silver 
wing of the party to arrive here tomor- 
row. Mr. .Eckels thinks that after that 
time the complexion of sentiment will 
change somewhat, and that the silver 
people will not have such complete com- 
mand of the situation as they now ap- 
pear to have. 


"While Mr. Whitney Is-regarded as 


the leader of the gold forces, they ex- 
pect to be able to muster a formidable 
array of distinguished men, who will 
assist him In his efforts to prevent the 
party's throwing itself entirely upon the 
white metal side o£ the controversy. In 
addition to Mr. T/hitney, Senators Hill 
and Murphy. Charles Tracey und Gov- 
ernor Flower, Frederick B. Coudert and 
ex-Postm&ster General Bissell are ex- 
pected from New York, as are Don M. 
Dickinson of Michigan, Governor Rus- 
sell, J. E. Russell and Josiah Quincy 
from Massachusetts, Senator Jewett of 
New Jersey, Senator Vllas of Wisconsin, 
Senator Gray of Delaware and many 
others, Including large delegations of 
business men and Influential politicians 
from Indjanapolla, Baltimore,PIttsburg, 
St. Louis, Cincinnati and other cities. 
It is understood that 50 influential men 
are coming from Ir.dianapolls alone, 
and that Iowa will ;,end a large dele- 
gation. . The 
IlllnolF gold Democrats 


will also be present in force. 


"1 cannot but believe," said Mr. Eckels, 


after giving- this list, "that these men 
will exert an influence upon the con- 
vention. They are all men who have 
participated in national affairs, and all 
well known Democrats. They 'will ap- 
peal to the convention In the Interest of 
the business stability of. the country, 
and also for the preservation of the 
party's Integrity. Even the silver lead- 
ers must listen, If they are Democrats, 
.when It Is pointed 'out to them that the 
adoption of a free silver ti*,claratlon 
means the certain defeat of the party 
at the polls. _ It will be shown to them, 
ay it can be clearly shown, that In. this 
event, they will .not only lose every east- 
ern state, but that they are also sure to 
lose all the • southern states, such aa 
Maryland, 
Delaware, 
"West Virginia 


and Kentucky, where the Republicans 
have an organization which is not bound 
up with the Populists. 


"They must also listen to appeals to 


their reason against the overturning of 
Democratic precedents, as Is proposed 
to be don^ in the matter of the abroga- 
tion of the two-thirds rule. No Dem- 
ocrat can regard such Innovations as 
this, and such aa the frequent consulta- 
tion with the St. Louis bolters, with 
equanimity, and such proceedings will 
only encourage the Independent move- 
ment, which Is soon to follow them. If 
they are coupled with a free coinage 
declaration in the platform." 


Asked If the gold men would bolt the 


convention in case of a positive pro- 
nouncement for free silver, Mr. Eckels 
expressed the opinion that there would 
be no open bolt, "but," he said, " there 
would be a defection at the polls, which 
It would be Impossible .to prevent. The 
rank and file of the narty cannot be 
made to stand up for the party name, if 
tlie party convention insists upon over- 
turning all Democratic precedents," 


Mr. Kckels thought the gold men

The proceedings were informal In 


character, nnd while there was no ac- 
rimony displayed on cither side, Lhn dis- 
cussion was very earnest in character. 
There svcre no formal speeches. 
The 


silver men first aakcd that It should be 
definitely understood thiit they did not 
come as rtpvestnla.lives of the. silver 
committee, but us dek-gatus represent- 
ing the majority viev- of the conven- 
tion.. They expressed a desire to have 
an 
understanding upon the various 


questions of temporary organization, 
chairman, seals for delegates and alter- 
nates, procedure in regard to the con- 
testing dtlcgcitions and the arrange- 
ment ot the temporary rollcall. 


Referring to the temporary rollcall, 


the members ol the executive coinmit- 
tc-e Intimated that rhey would expect to 
consider the contests as the national 
committee had done on all previous oc- 
casions,and make up the.temporary roll- 
call. Attention was callftd to the fact 
that there had'so far been no notice of 
contest, except in the one Instance oE 
Nebraska. The ::llver men did not In- 
dicate whether ihis would be satisfac- 
tory. It was also stated In behalf of 
the national committee that the tickets 
would be distributed by the commit- 
tee according to the established custom. 


The principal part o£ the conference 


was adapted to the selection of a tem- 
porary chairman, but no understand- 
ing waa reached. Chairman Harrity 
stated that he had had no opportunity 
£01' conference with other members of 
the national committee, and he did not 
feel prepared Lo Indicate the policy of 
the committee. lie 'said he would -be 
pleased to confer with the silver men 
again, and asked them to meet the com- 
mittee next Monday, If not before, by 
-.vhich time he hoped to be able to speak 
authoritatively. He said he had no can- 
didate, but.declined to say whether the 
committee would be disposed 
to 
act 


upon their own responsibility, or accept 
the advice of the silver rnen. 


SUver.men were not pleased with this 


stEitument, but there was nothing tor 
them to do btit-tu accept tht situation as 
it presented ilself. 
Thl.-i they did, but 


not without making their position very 
clear. All the visitors talked, a.ad all 
agreed In making it clear that they 
would expect to be consulted, and also 
that In case ot failure to consult them, 
and the selection of a presiding officer 
whose views \VL>re not in harmony with 
those ol the majority, they would be 
neawTfrom Ifa the convention. -This was 
spoken in courteous language, but it 
was put so plainly that the members oC 
the executive committee did not fail to 
comprehend its full Import. 


The silver men also stated that they 


would be satlsiied wkh, and would ac- 
cept any man designated by thu na- 
tional committee, provided he " was a 
man of recognized standing In 
the 


. party, and tf.at h2 was a man whose 
views were understood everywhere to 
be In accord with their own on the 
financial question. In that event, they 
would not insist upon naming the in- 
dividual, as they were indifferent on 
that score. They were only concerned 
that the. convention should be recog- 
nized from the beginning as a silver 
convention, and they felt confident that 
many would draw their conclusions as 
to the character of the convention from 
the standing of the temporary presid- 
ing otficer *in the silver ranks, Mr. 
Harrity and 
his associates listened 


patiently to all this, but gave no sign of 
any inclination to yield to the request. 


Chairman Harrity's exact position 


was that the full national committee 
would have to pass upon thej-tempornr.y 
chairmanship,and thivt he had no raeans 
of knowing how the members of the com- 
mittee would regard^ the subject. He 
ventured the opinion that they would 
be controlled by their convictions and 
their Judgment. If controlled by con- 
viction'alone, they would probably se- 
lect a man holding the same financial 
views u-hlch they might Individually 
hold, whereas IT they consult their Judg- 
ment, they might solctt a man whose 
views might be In harmony with the 
sentiment of the, majority of the com- 
mittee.

The silver men 
also discussed the advisability of abro- 
gating the two-thirds rule,In accordance 
with the recommendations of thellllnolg 
delegation.

formal action 
was 


taken, but the preponderance of senti- 
ment was so strongly against a change 
that It was made practically certain 
that It will not te attempted. This Is 
due to th'e'fact that It 75 considered that 
Buch a course will be unnecessary. Sev- 
eral members presented figures to show 
thnt the change will not be necessary.

It 
seemed th>c the whole 10,000 veterans 
rose, and, with one voice, applauded the 
act.
